The Affidavit of Mary Hogwood of 
Norfolk, Va. 


A Liverpool Chemist States That Mr. Maye 
brick Used Arsenic—The French Am- 
bassador at London Sounding the English 
Government on the Extradition of Gen, 
Boulauger— How the Senate Court’s Sene 
tence Is Received in Paris—Fears of a Riot 
at Zanzibar—Launching of a Magnificent 
Steamer—Foreign News. 


LIVERPOOL, August 15.—Mr. Stewart, an 
analytical chemist of Glasgow, who was pre- 
pared to testify at the trial of Mrs. Maybrick, 
recently sentenced to be hanged for poisoning 
her husband, and whose evidence the con- 
demned woman kept back, has written a let- 
terin which he says that Mr. Maybrick died 
through his own secret habit of taking a 
desideratum, that is, arsenic drinking. The 
London Lancet the noted medical journal, 
publishes a five column review of the trial, 
and comes to the conclusion that the evidence 
warranted the verdict. 

MME. HOGWOOD’S AFFIDAVIT. 
Bv Telerravh to the Posr-DrsrArcu. 

NORFOLK, Va., August 15.—A well-known 
woman ofthis city, Mme. Mary Hogwood, 
yesterday went before a notary and swore to 
some startling statements concerning the late 
James Maybrick, whose wife is under sen- 
tence of death in Liverpool, charged with her 
husband’s murder. Despite the bad character 
ot the woman, she bears a fair reputation for 
truth and veracity, and her affidavit will be 
accompanied by letters from several of the 
most respectable men of Norfolk, attesting 
that fact. Her statement is as follows: 

‘*Know all men by these presents, that I, 
Mary Hogwood, residing in the city of Nor- 
folk, Va., do say that I knew the late James 
Maybrick for several years, and up to the time 
of his marriage he called at my house 
at least two or three times a week, 
and Isawhim in different moods. It was a 
common thing for him to take arsenic two or 
three times uring anevening. ‘Well, lam 
going to dose,’ he would say, and then pull 
from his pocket a small vial, and putting a 
small quantity on his tongue, he would wash 
itdown witha pee wine. In fact, so often 
did he repeat thisI became afraid ‘he would 
die suddenly in my house and then some of us 
would be suspected of murder. When drunk 
he would our the un, 
poles of his hand 

often cautioned m 

observed, Oh, I am used to it; it will “ts 
harm me.’ One of the vials used by Mr. 
Maybrick to carry arsenic was left by bim in 
my care during his last visit here, and I shall 
be glad to turn it over to the authorities if it 
can be of any use. I have been quite ill fora 
long time, so sick that I have paid but little 
attention to the newspapers, and there- 
fore I knew hardly anything about the 
facts concerning the alleged murder 
but knowing Mr. Maybrick as I did 
and hia habits, lam not surprised in hearin 
of bis death and donot believe his wife ha 
any more to do with his death than I had. 
have always believed that his habit of arsenic 
eating would carry him off.

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JUSTICE FIELD’S MOVEMENTS WATCHED 


BY TERRY AND HIS WIFE 


— 


An elver Found in the Satchel Carried 
; by Mrs. Terry —Justice Field’s State- 
ment— Nagle Ordered to Act as His 
Bodyguard by Attorne}-Genefal Miller 
The Coronér’s Verdict. 


SAN FRANCIS-

Terry and Wife, while 
at Fresno, Cal., were 
kept informed as to 
the movements of 
Justice Field while 
in Los Angeles and 
knew he would leave 
‘ 7 for San Francisco on 
: the afternoon train 
Dad 8. Terry: Tuesday. They got 
on that train at Fresno and were in- 
formed that Justice Field was in the sleeper. 
When the train stopped at Lathrop, Justice 
Field and Deputy Marshal Nagle went into the 
breakfast room. They were hardly seated 
when Judge Terry entered. Stackpole, one 
of the proprietors of the place, met Terry at 
the door. He said: 

„Judge Field is here. Do you think your 
wife will Cause any trouble?’’ 

„Why do you ask that question?’’ 
inquired. 

„Because I do not want any trouble here. 

**I don’t know, Terry sald. There might 
be trouble. 

Mra. Terry had accompanied her husband 
to the breakfast room, and then, presumably 
having seen Justice Field, left the room hur- 
riediy. she went to her seat in the car, se- 

_cured her hand satchel and returned to the 
breakfast room 
AT THE MOMENT HER HUSBAND LEFT. 

She ran forward shrieking ‘‘he is mur- 
dered !’’ 

She threw her arms about him and begged 
him to kiss her before he died. Witnesses say 
that Terry opened his eyes and, struggling to 
raise himself, died. Mrs, Terry kissed him 
repeatedly. She seemed almost fainting, and 
then, arousing herseif, sprang from the floor 
and ran about the room, demanding the arrest 
of Nagie and Justice Field. Constable Walker 
arrested Nagle and took him from the train at 
Tracy, the next stop after leaving Lathrop. 
They drove to Stockton, where the Deputy 
Marshal was jailed. No attempt wos 
made to i detain Justice Field. He 


arrived in San Francisco last night. He was 
met at the Sixteenth street station, Oakland 
by a large number of friends and newspape’ 
men. He told the story of the killing and au’, 
thorized the following statement: 

JUSTICE FIELD’S STATEMENT. 

During Judge Terry’s confinement in the 
county fail, he threatened, upon his release, 
to take the lives of Judges Field and Sawyer. 
Prior to the contempt of court for which he 
was imprisoned, Mrs. Terry in his presence 
had madean assault on Judge Sawyer in a 
Pullman car. It is belleved that bad Sawyer 
resisted the Insult, Terry would have kilied 
him. Terry’s threats were so publicly made 
that they reached the ears of Justice Field’s 
colleagues on the Supreme Bench and were 
made known to the Department of Jus- 
tice in Washington, whereupon Mr. 
Miller, Attorney-General of the United States, 
head of the Department of Justice, and, as the 
superior officer of United States Marshal 
Franks, ordered the latter to take whatever 
measures were necessary to protect the per- 
sons of Justice Field and Judge Sawyer trom 
assauit by Judge Terrv. On his arrival in 
Caiifornia to hold court in this part of his cir- 
cuit, Justice Field objected to being put under 
the protection of the Marshal’s office. When 
asked if be intended to carry arms to defend 

“himself, he said: ‘‘No; Ido not and will not 
carry arms, for when itis known that judges 
of courts are compelled to arm themselves for 
defense from assaults offered in consequence 
of their judicial action, it will be time to dis- 
solve the courts, consider the Government a 
failure and let society lapse into barbarism.’’

Sales Made and Prices Obtained To-Day— 
Peculiarities of the Market. 


There isa tendency among the agents to 
complain about the difficulty of bringing 
buyer and seller together. There seems to be 
no limit to tue demand for property and the 
inquiry is not confined to any 
special section of the City, but the 


difficulty met with in perfecting sales is to 
induceOwners to sell at the prices they have 
been asking. On the other hand it is said that 
buyers are disposed to meet the views of 
owners more than half way, but that the 
latter are not inclined to make any conces- 
sions whatever. There is no * that the 
market is very firm with all the opportunities 
and advantages on the side of Owners, but as 
long as they insistupon quick profits upon 
their investments the aggregate number of 
sales must necessarily be curtailed until sub- 
stantial building improvements and the con- 
struction of streets and alleys in the new dis- 
tricts warrant home bullders and 
speculators in paying the prices 
asked. It is a theory among 
real estate operators and agents that persons 
who sell quick upon a reasonable profit are 
the most successful in their line of business. 
In this connection it was remarked 7 one of 
tne oldest and wealthiest agents ofthis city, 
who is now East spending the summer, that 
he never did make any money to speak of in 
selling any property whieh he had owned 
longer than a year. His idea, and the one 
generally recognized, was that the way to get 
rich in speculating in real estate was to sell 
when a gopd profit was offered, buy and sell 
agaip on a small margin so as to turn the 
money over as often as possible in the course 
ofa year’s time, just as the commercial man 
does. 

If such a system was inaugurated in St. 
Louis in place of the prevailing custom of 
holding property until the last cent was 
squee led out of buyers twenty sales would be 
made to one now, and the activity that would 
naturally follow in consequence of more 
numerous transfers would cause real estate 
to enhance much more rapidly than it does.

His financial relations to the 
company were such that he could not insist 
upon represéntation in the management and, 
perhaps overestimating his responsibility for 
the errors that had been made in extending 
the company’s system, he offered to vacate 
his office. He was requested to retain his 
piace as President, but it was decided that he 
should resume his old work, namely, the op- 
eration of the roads, and leave the affairs of 
the Boston office to the bankers and those 
they might select to assist them. He then 
moved his headquarters to Chicago. He has

THEY COULD FIND A SUCCESSOR. 

As yet they have been unable to find one. 
The President and nearly all the other im- 
portant officers of the company have been 
made to feel that their tenure of office is 
slight. In consequence the officials of the 
Atchison — W are pretty generally look - 
ing for new jobs. They don’t care to walt to 
be called out. That the service of the com. 
pauy hag become demoralized goes without 
saying. With salaries reduced and places in- 
secure every one is looking out for himseif 
instead of the interest of the company. The 
situation is aggravated by the operation all 
over the Atchison system of a sort of secret 
service force that is bent on overhauling 
everything and collecting information for the 
Boston office to act upon in determining a 
financial policy for the company. These in- 
spectors, expert accountants, or whatever 
they may be, have authority over every one. 
Mr. Strong, who is getting tired of having his 
functions ignored in the operation of the 
road, has about made up hf mind that # he 
does notact soon the management will de- 
mand his place. When Mr. Strong resigns

INDUCED TO FILL HIS PLACE. 

To all interests and Mr. Strong has 
ceased to be president. e may delay sena- 
ing in his resignation for a number of days, 
but his duties are simply perfunctory. Mr. 
Strong's retirement will give fresh interest to 
avery important question, namely, the future 
ofthe Atchison company—that is its financial 
prospects for the next few. months. The 

olicy of the management has been to wait 
or the crops this fall and 
they would not justify all of 
road that has been bullt.

It is the boast of that firm that it 
never placed a bond that defaulted. They once 
sold some bonds on a Massachusetts railroad, 
as s00n as a default became 
certain they took the entire amout back at the 
price they had sold them and interest. In the 
case of the Atchison it is estimated thatthe 
commissions received by them and their con- 
nections were so large that both can easily 
afford to lose all the money that they have had 
to advance the Atchison Co., simply that the 
statement may hold good in the future.

DID NOT BEAT THE RECORD. 


Arrival of the Steamers Teutonic and City of 
New York, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

NEW Tonk, August 15.—The great White Star 
stéamship Teutonic, Capt. Parsell, whose ar- 
rival here has been looked forward to with 
interest, passed the bar at 12:55 a.m. and 
will come up this morning. The Inman Line 
steamer City of New York, with which the 
Teutonic raced across from Queenstown, ar- 
rived at the bar one hour and eighteen 
minutes earlier. The ships started from 
Queenstown at 2 p. m. on Thursday last. 


It was generally understood that there was to 
be a race and the result has been awaited with 
interest. The apparent time of the eA of 
New York’s run to Sunday Hookis six days 

nine hours and thirty-seven minutes; actual 
time, six days, fourteen hours and thirty- 
three minutes. The actual time of the Teu- 
tonſo's trip is six days, fifteen hours and fifty- 
one minutes. She is therefore beaten by the 
City of New York by one hour and eighteen 
minutes. The Teutonic, therefore, has not 
approached the maiden record westward. Al- 
terations have recently been made in the 
machinery of the City of New York, which it 
was expected would enable her to approach 
the speed of her twiu — City of Paris, which 
now holds the best record for trips both ways. 
In this respect, therefore, the trip of the City 
ot New York is a disappointment. The Teu- 
tonic, besides being the largest ship 
afloat, is the first merchant ship built 
in compliance with the conditions of 
the British admiralty (in return for a subsidy), 
so that in case of emergeney she may be used 
as a war ship. In consequence she presents 
many novelties as an Atiantic liner. Her 
dimensions are: Length, 582 feet; breadth, 57 
feet 6 inches; depth, 39 feet 4 inches. Her 
gross tonnage is 9,685 tons. She has twin pro- 
pellers, 21 feet 6 inches in diameter, 
with a pitch of 28 feet 6 inches, and 
a superficial area of 128 feet. 
Her engines are triple expansions, 
with three cylinders, 48 inches, 68 inches and 
110 inches in diameter, and they will develop 
17,000 horse- power, The machinery is all be- 
low the water line. There are twelve boilers 
from 12 feet to 12½ feet in diameter each and 
17 feet long with six furnaces in each. The 
whole of the machinery for working either 
screw is shut off from its neighbor by 
afore and aft bulkhead, which extends from 


the after end of the engine room to the} 


forward end of the foremost coal bunker.

Entbusiastic Demonstration at, or, 
N.H.—Disagreeabie Weather—The Presi-

MANCHESTER, N. H., August 15.—The morn- 
ing of President Harrison’s last day in New 
England was marked byaleaden sky with 
light showers.

An Internal Kevenue Decision. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., August 15.—The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue has issued a 
circular prohibiting the refilling at distilleries 
of casks or packages previously used at the 
sam® distillery, It is as follows: 


At is the practice of many distillers to use 
and re-use coi stantly the same packages for 
conveying spirits from distilleries to rectify- 
ing houses. Such re-use has been permitted 
for the reason that itis alleged that it is a 
saving to distillers in cooperage, but 
from a full investigation of this practice 
it is found to result in great loss of revenue to 
the Government, by reason ofthe tax ona 
partof the contents being evaded each time 
that a package isso re-used, and the loss in- 
creases with each re-use. Ifthetax thus eyaded 
were only that on the fractional part of 
a proof gallon which each package contained, 
less than fifty-hundredths, then this office 
— — not deem it an abuse to be prohibited 
under the law, but the loss from this source 
is small compared with that resulting from 
other causes.’’

The officers of the company are in St. Louis, 
and the officers have had Prof. J. B. Johnson 
of the Washington University make some 
comprehensive tests. In cast iron, which had 
been treated by the silica process, the average 


strength was, in pounds, 2,400, while 
the strength of similar iron which 
had not been treated in this 


way was. 20,720, showing an excess of 4,680 
pounds in the silicated iron over the non-sili- 
cated. The power of resisting a shock was 
increased 90 percent, or nearly double, by 
the use of the process, or, as Prof. Johnson 
put it, the iron was made more malleable. 

A test bar one inch square and tweive inches 
long was broken at a pressure of 8,000 pounds 
and showed a deflection of 16-100th of an inch 
before breaking. At ite breaking strength of 
8,000 its tensile strength would be 80,000. The 
superintendent ofa foupdry said that from 
several hundred testa he h made he bad 
found the deflection of silicated iron from 
three to four degrees greater than in iron of 
the same grade, but not silicated; and that its 


breaking strength averages 15 per cent more. 


The process has used first in St. Louis. 
It was used by the Butchers’ Supply Co., the 
Smith Feed-Water, Heater & Purifier Co., J. 
A. Orossman & Co., Green’s Car Wheel Manu- 
facturing Co., and the McMurray-Judge 
Architectural Iron Co. of this wef and the 
Union Foundry and Pullman Car Wheel 
Works, and Chicago Foundry Co. of Chicago, 
also use it. The process only te a few 
cents a ton, and one of its chief advantages is 
that its adoption requires no change of 
machinery. .

A SATISFACTORY SITUATION. 

Judge Davip. 8. Terry met the fate 
which is reserved for men who right their 
wrongs, fancied or real, with dirk or pis- 
tol. Having spurned the methods of en- 
lightened civilization for the adjustment 
of legal and personal difficulties, having 
assumed the right to mete out his own 
vengeance in his own way, he has fallen 
by his own code. He died as men of his 
stripe claim that they want to die—with 
his boots on. 

The occurrence in which he met his 
death was unfortunate, but it is impossi- 
ble not to agree that the result of it, and 
the way in which the result was brought 
about, were the most satisfactory that 
could be devised. Terry invited his 
death. He threatened the life of a Judge 
of the Federal Court because of a judicial 
act. He was in the act of wreaking his 
vengeance on that Judge when he was 
shot by a Deputy United States Marshal, 
under instructions from his superior 
officer to protect the Judge’s life. The 
character, record and threats of TERRY 
constituted ample justification for an 
opponent to consider his own life in im- 
minent danger and to take TERRY’s life at 
the first intimation of violence. What- 
ever may be said in deprecation of the 
necessity of appointing a body guard for 
a Judge, it must be confessed that the 
killing took place under the best possible 
circumstances. It saves the country from 
the disgrace of having a Judge 
killed for a judicial act or of 
having a Judge compelled to slay 
a litigant in defense of his own 
life. The act was committed by an officer 
under orders, who was for the time being 
a mere part of the machinery of the law. 

One must admitalsothat the act was 

well done. If Judge TeRRy were living 
he could not do otherwise than commend 
the coolness, skill and judgment of his 
slayer. A less experienced and skillful 
man than NaGLeE might have shot too 
soon or might have made a less thorough 
job of it. NaGLe waited until Terry had 
struck Justice FID. He then warned 
him and as he was raising his hand for an- 
other blow shot him through the heart. 
In short a dangerous man has been re- 
moved, a threatened Judge has been pro- 
tected without loss of dignity or infraction 
of law on his part, and the removal was 
done by an officer of the court under in- 
structions. It was also ‘‘beautifully 
done.“ The most ardent adherent of the 
de“ could not ask for a better situa- 
tion and nineteenth century civilization 
is saved from outrage.

TERRORIZING COURTS. 

The only feature of the Terry tragedy 
that will produce any feeling of popular 
regret is the fact that it had become nec- 
essary to detail United States marshals 
to protect judges mgnaced with violence 
by a distinguished and bloody-handed 
desperado. 

It is of vital interest to society and 
to every member of it that the course of 
public justice shall not be warped in the 
slightest degree by fear of bodily harm on 
the part of judges and juries on account 
of their decisions. The popular feeling 
has been so instinctive and practically so 
unanimous in regarding attempts to ter- 
rorize public justice as the most atrocious 
forms of crime, that until very recently 
it has overawed and restrained the most 
violent and desperate of men. 

The killing of Judge ELLIoTT by BurorpD 
a few yearg ago, in Kentucky, stands 
alone in the history of American courts, 
and has been judicially recorded as the 
actof an insane man. Even in Kentucky’s 
bloody mountain feuds, where the militia 
were required to protect other officers of 
the courts and to enforce their decrees, no 
violence has ever been offered to the 
judges personally. 

But it was known from San Francisco to 
Washington that TERRY was threatening 
and endeavoring to force a fatal rencontre 
on Justice FID. Nobody doubts the 
murderous intent with which he ap- 
proached and struck Justice Frenp at 
Lathrop, and the universal verdict will 
be that the fatal shot fired at Terry by 
the Marshal was a necessary and proper 
official act.

THE strikes and labor troubles in Ger- 
many have given the Government so 
much anxiety that Chancellor Bismarck 
has hit upon a plan of settling them at 
once by law.

A combination to maintain or to put up the 
price of labor is, if successful, a useful thing 
for others besides those who belong to it—to 
the great body of the people, in fact, Fair 
wages mean prosperity and content to the 
working people. And when labor is well 
paid and happy all other business feels the 
good effect of this condition. 

The * of the Sugar Trust or of any 
other nopolistic combination to control 
the supply and fix the price of necessaries of 
life is on the other hand a disatihct disadvan- 
tage to the great body of the people. It ben- 
efits only the half-dozen or the score of men 
who belong to it. And the benefit to them 
consists mainly in making them ten-mullion- 
aires instead of plain millionaires or in multi- 
plying their ten millions by ten more. 

Trusts tax the many for the benefit of a 
few. A labor union seeks the greatest good 
of the greatest number. A trust organizes to 
prey. Labor unites for protection. The pur- 
pose of the former is extortion. The object of 
the latter is justice. 

No false analogies can confound the self- 
defense of labor unions with the organized 
rapacity of trusts. 


An Unsatisfactory Appointment.

the value of his suggestions, and soon after 
visited the lakes with him. The lower one 
has an altitude of 14,434 feet, and the highest 
one is over 500 feet above that, and they were 
prepared to see a barren mountain without 
any sign of vegetation. They were, however 
disappointed, and agreeably 80. They foun 

that while they were aboye timber line the 
mountains were covered, in valleys and 
draws, with the most luxuriant grace etc, 
The only trouble wes that they could not boil 
potatoes, beans or cabbage.

Denver. Threeof the lakes are on the sum 
mit ot Mount Evans and twoof them are on 
Mount Rosalie. These lakes are one of the 
world’s wonders. Imagine a chain of lakes, 
the waters of which are as clear as crystal and 
as cold as ice, the lowest of which is 14,484 feet 
above the levelof the sea. The highest lake, 
over 500 fect above this, is always frozen toa 
depth of five feet, and tue hottest day in stim- 
mérone can skate on its rok bosom. Th 
lower lake covers an area of eighty acres an 
the oné immediately above it some two 
hundred and fifty feet higher up 
the mountain, has an area of sixty-five aeres; 
and the smallest of the lakes has an area of 
about thirty-five ares. All ot the lakes flow 
inte the lower lake, and the water rushing 
down the rugged rocks in a perfect torrent is 
not surpassed in grandeur by the Falls of 
Niagara. You can imagine what a volume of 
water itis, when the noise made by the fall 
can be heard two miles away. How the lakes 
got there is a question, but the 9 
opinion is that they are the result of voicanic 
eruptions, and after the crater was 
thrown out it was immediately filled 
with water. Although millions of gallons 
of water flows from the lakes every twenty- 
four hours there is no perceptible change * 
the volume. It comes in as fast as it goes out. 
Talking to our guide, and asking him about 
the depth of the lakes he remarked: Me and 
some boys took up six bundles of twine and 
let them all out in the lake, and it would not 
touch bottom. It was the sight ot these ro- 
mantic 28 that inspired the great artist, 
Bierstadt, to paint the famous picture ot A 
Storm in the Rocky Mountains. It mignt be

BORROWING GALLOWS. 


Preparatious for the Hangiug of the New 
York Murderers. 


By Telegraph to the POSt-D1sPaTCcH. 

New Tonk, August 15.—Old Joe Atkinson, 
the expert hangman, has bis hands full of 
business and is visiting the sheriffs of the 
neighboring counties to borfow gallows 
frames for the hanging of the five mén in the 
Tombs, sentenced to death for murder, As 
none of the sheriffs happen to own more than 
one, the task of getting the required number 
of frames is giving Joseph much trouble. 
Yesterday he went to Long Island City and 
saw Sheriff Goldner of Queen’s County. 

Got any gallows to lend?“ said Joe. 

„We have a nice specimen here that has not 
been used in ten years. Then two negroes 
were hanged on it. You an have the loan of 
that, but be careful, for we don’t know how 
goon it may be wanted again.’’ 

The gallows will be sent to the Tombs prison 
this week. Only those who have experienced 
it can appreciate the condition of men under 
sentence of death. To the casual spectator 


Packenbam, Giblin, Oarolin Nolan aad 
Lewis, now in charge of the death watch, do 
not appear different from the other 360 prison- 
ers in the Tombs, but on a more careful exam- 
ination of their demeanor inthe prison yard 
itis easy to see that they are suffering, de- 
spite the air of cheerfulness each assumes. 

Since Tuesday a decided change has came 
over all the men except Giblin, who is buoyed 
up by hopes of a new trial. Packenham is 
the most religiousiy inclined, and spends a 
good deal of time in private devotions in the 
empty cell set apart for that purpose.

Lewis and Carolin have been brought up in 
the Protestant faith. Father Gelinas has been 
very attertive to those of the men belonging 
to his chureh, and Rev. Mr. Heath, the Prot- 
estant, is frequent in his visits. Giblin’s un- 
happy Wife visited him yesterday morning. 
The interview was v brief, but the dis- 
tressed woman left the prison in a hopeful 
mood, after finding her husband so confident 
ofanew trial. The others have given up all 
hope, and will endeavor to meet death in 4 
manly and Christian spirit. They are aide 
to maintain a composed aud resigned de- 
meanor by the absence of any flowers or 
other Maudlin tributes. 80 far these offer- 
ings have not been presented. The men aré 
served with breakfast at 6:30 a. m., dinner at 
land supper at6.

Louis. : 


* INCE the visit of the State 
Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners to Chicago, 
followed by the appear- 
ance of Uhief Grain In- 
_ gpector Jasper N. Burks, 
„ with the avowed purpose 
of learning In that city the 
proper method of grain 
inspection and grading, 
1/f no little hilarity has arisen 
among the denizens of the 
city by the lakes, and it 
has been the cause of a 
number of filings inthe local press directed 
against St. Louis. 

These would have been far more frequent 
nad it not been for the fact that Commission - 
ers Downing, Hennessy and Breathitt, as 
well us Mr. Burks himself, hastened to assure

A PROSPEROUS SEASON. 


WONDERFUL INCREASE IN THE SUMMER 
TRADE OF ST. LOUIS. 


Remerkable Activity During a Season 
Usually Extremely Dull—An Unprece- 
dented Demand From the Country 
Irſbutary to This City—Better Grades of 
Goods Required—Cash Payments the 
Rule. © 


OR many years there 
has been no such 
thriving business in 
St. Louis as the 
great wholesalefirms 
have transacted 
during the period be- 
tween the Ist of July 
and the present 
time. Usually the 
last two weeks of 


July and the whole 
K ot August are by far 
the dullest weeks of the yearand few of the 
large wholesale firms expect to make ex- 
penses. The hotels are, as rule, nearly empty 
and as faras anything but retail trade is con- 
cerned the city might almost as well close up 
ali the business houses. 

REMARKABLE BUSINESS ACTIVITY. 

The present season, however, is in marked 
contrast to anything that has ever preceded 
it, atleast since the close of the war, when 
hostilities were governed by no seasons, but 
when business was rushing for twelve months 
ofthe year. A glance at the hotel registers 
discloses the fact that at least twice as many 
of guests are entertained as in previous sum- 
mers, and inquiries at the offices were 
answered by statements that not only was the 
number of those accommodated far greater 
than had been anticipated, but also that those 
who were sheltered within the walls of the 
various hostelries seemed to be much more 
liberally provided with money than was gen- 
erally the calle with the guests registering at 
this season ofthe year. Not only was this 
fact manifest, but the statement was every- 
where made by the clerks that the denizens of 
the hotels, whether Western and Southwestern 
buyers, or Eastern commercial travelers, ap- 
peared to be overwhelmed with business, 
and had their time fully accupied from morn- 


ing until night. This is in sharp contrast 
with the usual condition of affairs, when such 
commercial travelers as visit the city have 
found that at least three-fourths of their time 
came under the head of leisure. The clerks 
atthe various wholesale firms tell the same 
story. Ordinarily a large —— of the 
employes have been granted vacations at this 
season, and those remaining had not nearly 
enough business to occupy half the hours of 


work. 
PROSPEROUS FARMERS. 

This year, however, all ischanged. The 
buyers from the cities and towns which draw 
their supplies from St. Louis, have been com- 
ing in at least a month, and often six weeks 
earlier than has hitherto been their custom, 
the proprietors of the wholesale stores have 
been obliged to abridge the vacations of 
many of their assistants, and even with this 
ipcreased force find difficultv in hand- 
ling the volume of trade which 
pours in upon them. consequence 
telegrams have been sent to the 
Eastern bouses, asking that samples be sent 
atonce, asthe demand will be larger than 
any bitherto known, and stock must be laid 
in at a much earlier date than had been cal- 
culated upon. The result has been a most 
unusual influx of Eastern drummers, provid- 
ed with huge sample trunks, and almost 
without exception these report that their 
sales are fur larger than they had anticipated. 

BETTER GOODS REQUIRED. 

The trade, outside of ita unusual volume, 
has manifested several marked peculiarities. 
One of these is the grade of goods in request. 
Amost noticeable feature is the alteration in 
the style of orders given by the country sec- 
tions of Missouri, Kansas, Central aud North- 
western Arkansas and Northern Texas. Cer- 
tain brands of goods, nearly always of a cheap 
quality, have been especially manufactured 
for this trade by theclothing and dry goods 
dealers. They are often referred to as South- 
western goods,and far more attention has been 
paid to manufacturinga cheap than a good 
article. Asmali difference in price has been 
found by previous experience to more than 
compensate fora large difference in quality, 
and the firms which have tried to introduce a 
better grade of goods have generally discov- 
ered that any such experiment was an exceed- 
ingly expensive luxury. This year, however, 
if the demand up to the present time ne be 
taken as a guide, a change has taken place, 
and the only firms who are not doing 
tar better than ever before are those which 
haudle low grade goods exclusively. The 
country buyers say that their trade demands 
a marked improvement in this respect, and 
are passing by the cheap — of cotton, 
linen and woolen goods and investing in bet- 
ter materials. Theexplanation given is tbat 
their customers are better off than at any 
previous time, and find themselves abie 
to spend more This alter-
